The  village  of  Carrignavar,  where 
the  poet  lived,  is  situated  about  flve  miles  to  the  north-east  of 
the  city  of  Cork.  It  is  united  with  Glanmire  in  the  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Cork,  and  is  practically  co-extensive  withDunbulloge, 
which,  in  the  Protestant  Diocese,  is  an  appanage  of  St.  Peter's 
in  the  city  of  Cork.  The  parish  contains  about  16,000  acres,  of 
which  2,000  are  waste  or  mountain.  The  population  for  the  years 
1881,  1891,  and  1901  respectively,  was  1,966,  1,787  and  1,515. 
These  flgures  are  exclusive  of  places  south  of  the  village  which 
are  generally  reckoned  as  part  of  the  parish.  In  the  year  1766 
a  return  was  made  to  the  Irish  Parliament  of  the  number  of 
Protestants  and  Catholics  in  each  parish  in  Ireland.  "  Dunbullick  " 
contained  20  Protestants  and  1,662  Catholics. 

Before  the  Desmond  llebellion  the  lands  of  this  parish  belonged 
to  the  O  Reeffes  of  gleAnn  au  PjiiACÁin,  now  Glenvil^?  A 
familv  of  them  settled  at  Dunbulloge,    andit  is  probable  that 
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during  their  tiinc  the  place  was  raised  to  the  dignity  of  a  parish, 
and  a  chapci  built.  The  remains  of  this  old  edifice  may  still  be 
seen  in  the  little  graveyard  at  Dunbulioge.  At  the  inquisitioíi 
heid  at  Shandon  Castle,  in  Cork,  on  September  9,  1588,  £1115111 
fTUc  Aiftu  Uí  ÓAoim,  of  Dunbuiloge,  A\\"C  triAC  "ÓorrmAitt  rhic 
Aifiu  of  ^teAnn  ah  príiAcÁm  and  Cat>5  ó  Caoitú  of  Cnoc  An 
ÓAjtsÁm  were  found  to  have  been  concerned  in  the  rebellion  of 
the  Earl  of  Desmond,  and  were  most  likely  attainted  by  Act  of 
Parliament.  ti^m  an  T)únA,  writing  to  Father  Owen  O'Reeffe. 
who  was  born  at  gle^nn  An  piuAcÁm,  says  that  Father  Owen's 
ancestors  possessed  the  iands  "iT)i|t  iDé^t  An  rSAtAmn  if 
CAftnn  au  ujiéin-ciJeAtmAi^,"  i.e.,  from  Six-mile-Water  near 
Bottlehill  to  Corrin  Tighearna  near  Fermoy. 

After  the  rebellion  the  lands  of  the  0  Reeffes  were  divided 
between  the  Barrys  andLord  Muskerry.  Dunbulloge  fell  to  the 
latter.  Immediately  preceding  the  year  1600  a  castle 
was  built  quite  close  to  Dunbulloge  on  a  rocky  eminence  near 
to  the  junction  of  three  streamlets,  by  "OomnAtt  1TIac  CÁ\\\\- 
ÚA13,  second  son  of  Co|tmAC  niAc  CÁtinÚAij,  who  died  in  1616. 
This  eminence  was  called  CA-[i-|tAi5  nA  bpeAji.  That  this  castle 
had  but  just  been  built  in  1600  may  be  inferred  from  a  note  in 
Lambeth  MSS.  under  that  date,  which  gives  ''The  names  of  the 
Castles  belonging  to  the  L.  or  Chieftain  of  Muskry :  The  Castell 
of  Biarnej,  Kilcrea,  Macrompv,  and  Carignvvar  now  in  posses- 
sion,  etc." 

In  the  year  1663  the  castle  and  lands  were  iet  to  ConmAC 
SpÁmneAc  at  a  nominai  rent  of  £11  pounds  for  280  years.  In 
1702,  on  the  sale  of  the  Forfeited  Estates  after  the  Williamite 
war,  the  head  rents  were  bought  by  "the  [Hollow  Blades] 
Corporation  in  the  97,000  purchase.,>  The  lands  were  allowed  to 
CojtmAC,  and  in  jointure  to  Lady  Cahir,  who  had  been  paying  an 
annual  sum  of  £3  as  portion  of  the  £11.  Some  time  about  the 
middle  of  the  last  ccntury  the  major  portion  of  the  estate, 
being  heavily  mortgaged,  passed  through  the  Landed  Estates' 
Court. 

In  the  Book  of  Forfeitures  we  find  the  following  auctioneer's 
account  of  the  townland  and  village  of  Carrignavar  in  1702  : 
"  Carrignavar,  238  Ir.  ac.  lrd.  Rent  £40.  Real  Val.  £40. 
Tenant,  Theo.  Morris.  In  Downbulloge  par.  ;  5  miles  from 
Corke  ;  arable  and  pasture  •  bounded  on  east  by  river  Carrigna- 
var ;  on  it  a  very  good  slated  house,  2  story  high,  in  good  repair, 
with  a  good  orchard ;  surrounded  with  quicksets  ;  as  are  likewise 
most  of  the  parks  on  the  land;  also7  cabbins  weii  fired  andwatered." 

The  "7  cabbms  "  made  up  the  then  village.  In  1766,  however, 
there  were  in  the  townland  of  aCariiicknevar,;  fifteen  families 
comprising  85  s  ouis.  This  is  exclusive  of  Mrs.  McCarthy,  wife 
of  X)orhn-Att  SpÁmneAc,  whose  household  consisted  of  eight 
persons,  six  Protestants  and  two  eí  Papists/'  The  population  of 
the  village  has  h  ad  its  ups  ancl  downs  since  then.  At  the  last 
census,  1901,  it  was  rec  koned  at  123. 
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Dunng  the  Williamite  troubles  this  parish  was,  needless  to 
say,  Jacobite  to  a  man.  One  of  the  sharpest  skirmishes  of  the 
war  was  fought  at  toéAt  Át&  SAtAmn,  Sixmilewater,  on  the  last 
dav  of  April,  1691.  A  force  of  Williamites  were  returning  with 
a  cfteAc  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Mallow.  They  were  inter- 
cepted  at  the  above  point  by  a  partj  of  Jacobites  under  the  com- 
mand  of  Sir  James  Cotter,  together  with  a  number  of  natives  of 
the  district,  raw  levies,  raised  in  a  few  hours  by  tiAm  au  T)únA. 
The  light  lasted  for  over  three  hours.  The  English  retreated, 
leaving  their  cneAc  and  baggage  behind,  andwere  pursued  in  the 
direction  of  Carrignavar.  The  road  which  they  took  is  still  called 
bóitjtín  nA  SAfAnAC. 

This  parish  was  deeply  concerned  in  the  United  Irishman 
movement.  The  whoLe  of  the  young  men  were  members  of  the 
Societv.  This  was  owing  in  great  measure  to  the  exertions  and 
influence  of  miceÁt  05  Ó  tongÁm,  the  poet,  then  a  young  man 
of  about  30,  and  a  favourite  with  Artírur  O  Connor.  In  '98, 
after  many  hair-breadth  escapes,  O  Longan  had  to  fly  the  district 
and  went  into  Co.  Limerick.  The  movement  collapsed  for  want 
of  leaders.

Father  Connor  Mac  Curtain,  when  in  diffi- 
culties  with  a  priesfc-hater  named  Uat>5  Ó  RíofroÁin,  wrote  a 
petition,  "cum  n-A  b-píott-teo^An  n-u-AfAt  .1.  b-AfiftAij  tíorhÚA 
c-Alma  t)Aite  tiA  5CL0C,"  asldng  them  to  defend  him  against  the 
reproaches  of  Cat>5*  They  were  patrons  of  the  poets,  and, 
according  to  O  Longan  SeÁn  n-A  UÁitíneAc  often  received  favours 
from  them.  Garrect  FitzWilliam  Barry  was  living  in  Ballina- 
glogh.  in  1766.  None  of  their  descendants  live  there  at  the 
present  day.

The  Lavallins  are  an 
old  Cork  family,  one  of  them,  John  Lavallen,  being  Mayor  of 
the  City  in  1293.  James  Lavallin's  father,  Melchor  Lavallin, 
died  in  1724.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  his  will  preserved 
in  the  Iíecord  Office,  Dublin  :  "  All  the  rest  ancl  Residue  of  my 
Assetts  and  Effects  and  worldly  Substance,  of  what  nature  or 
kind  soever,  af ter  deduction  of  my  Fanerall  Expences,  and  except 
the  sume  and  sumes  of  money  secured  by  the  said  judgment 
being  two  thousand  pounds  principall  money  and  its  interest,  I 
doe  hereby  give  leave  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  son  James 
Lavallin,  Esq.,  to  whoml  earnestly  recomend  to  be  kind  to  my 
tenants  and  servants ;  and  I  doe  hereby  constitute  and  appoint 
my  well-beloved  Rinsman  Daniell  O  Callaghan  of  Mountalland  in 
the  County  of  Clare  Esq.  sole  executor  of  this  my  last  Will  a»d 
Testament,  and  doe  beseech  him  to  take  the  burthen  of  the 
same  upon  him,  and  to  see  the  same  duely  and  punctually 
executed  and  performed." 

Melchor  Lavallin  owned  a  large  portion  of  the  parish  of 
Whitechurch.  He  had  a  residence  at  Thresherstown,  with  a 
caretaker  or  "middleman"  named  Michael  Blewett,  to  whom  he 
bequeathed  fifty  pounds.  Shortly  afterwards  O  Callaghan  came 
to  Thresherstown  to  take  up  the  duties  imposed  upon  him. 
That  he  died  here  the  same  year  (i.e.,  1724)  we  are  told  in  the 
title  to  the  elegy  composed  by  O  Éahilly  for  him, 

In  the  meantime  the  son  James  was  in  Brussels,  and  probate 
of  the  will  was  not  grantecl  until  the  12th  of  November,  1725, 
when  he  had  returnecl  to  Ireland  and  applied  for  the  same. 

Captain  Lavallin  seems  to  have  acted  according  to  the  wish  of 
his  father,  and  been  kind  to  his  tenants.  SeÁn  certainly  gives 
him  credit  for  it.  He  was  also  a  friend  and  patron  of  the  bards, 
and  their  meetings  were  often  held  in  his  house  at  t)Aite  r\& 
mt)tiAitceóitií.  He  is  still  remembered  as  having  built  a  pretty 
wide  embankment  four  or  five  f eet  above  the  surface  level,  as  a 
carriage  road  from  CnocÁn  &r\  'Óui'oéit  to  Cork,  a  distance  of 
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about  seven  miles.  Mucli  of  thts  embankment  remains  in  a 
good  state  of  preservation.  He  cliecl  about  1750,  and  is  buried 
at  Whitechurch.  His  tombstone  is  still  shown,  but  the  inscrip- 
tion  is  unfortunately  undecipherable.  He  married  a  daughter  of 
General  Puxley.

He  was  a 
poet  of  no  mean  order,  and  poems  by  him  in  Irish,  Latin  and 
English  are  still  extant.  Sermons  10  and  13  in  SeAnmóifií 
muije  tluA-ÓAU  were  composed  by  him.  He  translated  from 
Latin  "  A^AÍtAm  n4  bpíotiAon,  nó  CjiAobpcAOite  An  Ójiei-oim 
CACOitice."  He  died  in  1737,  and  was  buried  at  CeAmpott 
thrce  (or  Ce^mpott  toircte).  The  following  extract  from 
his  will,  preserved  in  the  Record  Ofnce,  Dublin,  will  be  of 
interest : 

'  "  Imprimis.  I  order  that  no  wake  or  watching  shall  be  made 
about  my  body,  and  no  crving  women  admitted.  No  cypresses  or 
scarfs  of  any  kind  to  be  used  at  my  funeral  nor  my  body 
removed  out  of  ye  bed  until  it's  ready  to  be  carryed  away  to  my 
new  tomb  at  Tamplelosce.  Item  :  I  bequeath  twenty  shillings 
to  Katherin  Curtain   alias  Aherin  of  Ballinaglogh.      Item  :  I 
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bequeath  twenty  shillings  to  Frank  Iíissane  near  Drumbov. 
Item  :  I  leave  t\venty  shilliuga  to  James  Kelly  of  Corke  Turn- 
pike.  Item  :  I  give  and  bequeath  all  the  rest  of  my  worldly 
substance,  goods,  and  all  my  personal  estate  to  Cornelius  Curtain 
jun,,  and  to  Gabriel  Curtain  his  brother  (to  be  equally  divided 
betwixt  them),  by  them  to  be  freely  possessed  and  enjoved." 
Ratherin  Aherin  was  wife  of  Li4m  au  T)únA. 

tTlAC  CAi|tueÁin,  ,An  u^úai|i  lópeph,  Father  Joseph  Mac  Curtain, 
Parish  Priest  of  Carrignavar.  He  was  a  contemporary  of  our 
poet,  and  a  life-long  friend  of  his.  He  lives  in  popular  memorv 
as  a  man  of  saintly  life  and  of  irreproachable  virtue.  It  is  said 
that  while  on  a  sick  call  to  Lyre  in  the  middle  of  the  niglit,  he 
was  attacked  by  an  evil  spirit  tliat  haunted  a  certain  spot  on  the 
road.  In  the  struggle  which  ensued  the  evil  one  was  overcome, 
but  the  good  priest  had  his  head  twisted  so  that  he  waa  ahvavs 
looking  over  his  shouider,  and  it  could  not  be  brought  to  its 
normal  position.  The  probability,  however,  is  that  Father  Joseph 
had,  on  that  occasion,  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  to  the  effects  of 
which  he  shortly  afterwards  succumbed.  He  died  in  1752,  and  is 
buried  within  the  precincts  of  the  gravevard  at  Dunbuiloge, 
a  little  apart  from  the  ordinary  ground,  and  with  his  face  towards 
his  people. 

ITIac  C4i|iueÁm,  LiAm,  William  Mac  Curtain,  generally  called  LiAtn 
An  *Oúiia,  was  born  in  the  year  1668.  He  received  a  good 
education  in  his  youth.  He  served  through  the  Williamite  war 
(in  one  of  King  James'  regiments  of  horse.  After  the  war  he 
settled  down  at  Dromboy  in  the  parish  of  Carrignavar,  where  in 
the  intervals  of  rest  in  farming  operations  he  taught  school, 
transcribed  books,  and  wrote  poetry.  On  the  death  of  the 
Blarney  poet  ThAtim-Ai-o,  tTUc  SeÁm  fcui-óe,  ITUc  CÁtijitáis 
in  1705,  íiAm  became  chief  of  the  Bardic  school,  which  was 
often  held  in  his  house.  0  Longan  says  that  he  died  at  Ar, 
Cloc  p&T)&,  or  Longstone,  in  the  parish  of  Whitechurch.  This, 
however,  is  only  partially  true,  for  he  died  at  Dromboy  in  1721, 
but  his  farm  extended  into  ,An  Óloc  £a-oa.  He  is  buried  at 
Whitechurch. 

tTlAC  CAi|iceAin,  SeÁn  au  T)únA,  John  Mac  Curtain.  He  was  a 
grandson  of  tiAtn  av\  T)únA,  and  lived  at  Ballindura  in  the  parish 
of  Carrignavar.  Our  poet  seems  to  have  got  into  the  bad  graces  of 
some  of  the  Bardic  School  for  having  praised  SeÁn  au  T)únA 
(No.  XXXI.)  That  special  exception  was  taken  to  the  phrase,

inferred  from  the  following  fiAnn  composed  by  some  local  wag :

He  afterwards  married  a 
daughter  of  Lord  Kingsale,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  Justin  and 
Robert.  and  one  daughter,  Elizabeth.  That  he  had  been  deceived 
by  Lord  Eingsale  as  to  his  wif  e's  dowry  and  in  other  matters,  the 
following  extract  from  his  will,  preserved  among  the  Prerogative 
wills  in  the  Eecord  Office,  Dublin,  will  show  : 

"  I  would  leave  more  to  my  said  wife  if  I  imagined  my  fortune 
could  bear  it,  but  I  think,  considering  my  family  and  the  debts 
upon  my  fortune  it  will  not  ;  and  besicles  I  have  been  greatly 
disappointed  in  my  expectations  about  her  Fortune  exclusive  of 
the  Illtreatment  of  her  father  to  me  and  mine.  And  whereas, 
should  the  Lawsuit  now  depending  hetween  Lord  Ringsale  and 
me  and  my  wife  and  the  other  heirs  at  law  of  the  late  Lord 
Kingsale  be  determined  in  favour  of  the  Heirs  at  Law,  she  my 
said  Wife  will  in  that  case  become  intitled  to  one  third  part  of 
the  Real  Estate  of  her  Father,  which  one  third  part  she  has  often 
promised  and  assured  me  she  would  immediately  upon  herrights 
taking  place  convey  to  me  and  my  heirs  by  fine  or  otherwise  in 
consideration  of  the  great  and  heavy  expences  and  losses  sus- 
tained  by  me  in  prosecuting  her  right  to  said  Real  Estate,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  many  other  losses  and  expences  I  have 
been  put  to  on  her  account."  His  will  was  proved  on  the  lOth 
of  February,  1764. 

ttlAC  CÁti^A15>  'OonncA'ó  t)Aite  -Acóa,  Denis  Mac  Carthy,  of 
•Ballea  and  Cloghroe.  His  father  died  in  1704,  and  left  his 
property  to  his  eldest  son  Cofimac,  making  him  also  his  execu- 
tor.  Co^m-AC  died  in  1720,  and  bequeathed  all  to  his  brother 
T)onncA*ó  .1.  T>onncxvó  "ÓAite  Ao*óa.  Both  documents  are 
preserved  among  the  Prerogative  wills  in  the  Record  Office, 
Dublin.

Ó  CeAffibAitt,  An  -cAíam^  *OomuAtt,  Father  Daniel  0  Carroll.  He 
was  for  some  time,  about  1760,  priest  of  the  parish  of  Carrigna- 
var,  and  was  a  patron  of  the  poets  and  of  learning  in  his  day. 
Some  MS.  books  written  by  SeÁn  for  him  are  still  preserved. 
He  was  a  kindly  genial  f  a^ajiu,  thoroughly  Irish,  and  beloved  of

0  Reillv,  "Irish  Writers," 
says: — "Fergal,  son  of  Tadhg,  son  of  Angus  Ruadh  O  Daly, 
chief  poet  oí  Corcomruadh,  also  died  this  year  (1420).  In  the 
year  1415,  this  author,  together  with  Maurice  O  Daly  of  Breíny, 
Dermod  O  Daly  of  Meath,  Hugh  Og  Mac  Curtin,  Dubhthach 
son  of  Eochaidh  the  Learned,  and  several  other  poets  were 
cruelly  plundered  by.Lord  Furaival."  In  R.I.A.  MS.  23L17, 
fol.  156a,  occurs  a  poem  uy  this  bard,  addressed  to  Cormac 
O  Melaghlin,  Prince  of  Meath,  about  a.d.  1420.  This  manus- 
script  was  transcribed  by  SeÁn.

The  correct  spelling  is  ó  hevoiftrceóit,  but  the  above 
gives  the  pronunciation.  Of  the  SeÁn  Ó  *Ouirceóit  mentioned 
in  No.  44,  nothing  further  is  known. 

Ó  -pÁitbe,  O  Falvey;  they  were  chiefs  of  Couca  "Duibne  in  Co. 
Kerry. 

Ó  "peAjiJAite,  Sé-Atuur,  James  O  Farrell.  Thís  man  refused  éAtnonn 
■oe  bpÁt  for  a  shilling  when  the  latter  was  collecting  the  price  of 
a  horse.  This  fact  led  to  a  discussion  among  the  poets  ;  and  the 
phrase,  Scittmg  SéAmmr  tlí  ■pe^jtj-Aite  becamea  bye-word  for 
stinginess. 

Ó  5tAfÁm,  T)Át,  David  Gleeson.  Beyond  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
bailiff  and  was  killed  in  Cork  in  April,  1737,  we  know  nothing  of 
him.     He  does  not  seem  to  have  been  regretted. 

Ó  hAiciAUAmn,  SeÁn,  John  Ahern  ;  he  wasprobably  a  "  middleman" 
or  under-landlord  in  Imokilly. 

ó  héi5eA|tu-A,  pÁx>|iAi5,  Patrick  O  Hegarty ;  a  poet  and  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Bardic  School  of  which  SeÁn  was  chief.  The 
name  was  frequent,  and  is  so  still,  in  Carrignavar.  Patrick's 
wife,  for  some  unaccountable  reason,  left  him,  and  a  very  flne 
poem — anonvmous  in  MSS.,  but  probably  by  SeÁn — axists,  in 
which  he  condoles  with  his  brother-poet,  and  bewails  the  fickle- 
ness  of  woman.
